This letter is submitted on behalf of Clients with respect to the Reg. Clients respectively own 
an interest in a certain parcel of real estate having a common property line with the easterly line of 
the Gene Snyder Freeway located in Louisville, Jefferson County, Kentucky. 

LG&E has informed Clients that it wants to acquire an easement over a portion of their 
property to extend electrical transmission lines. LG&E has reported that it intends to extend two (2) 
138 KV lines from its Middletown Substation to its Ford Substation. 

We have reviewed the Statement of Emergency 807 KAR 5:120(E) filed on July 13,2004 
with the Kentucky Legislative Research Commission, and the New Administrative Regulation 807 
KAR 5:120(E) regarding Applications for a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity for 
Certain Electric Transmission Lines. 

The Statement and the Regulation set forth a clear statement as to purposes and effect. 
Property owners are thereby granted rights which include prior notice with respect to a utility 
constructing electric transmission lines of 138 KV, or more, and more than 5,280 feet in length. 
Such an extension is being sought by LG&E.
